Shirley O'Neill, 18. who plunged 
back into the water Thursday de­ 
spite Kogler s shouted warning of 
danger, baptized him and. in ef­ 
fect. said the last rites over his 
dying body. 
After pulling Kogler to shore, 
she knelt over him, sprinkled his 
forehead 
with 
sea 
water 
and 
made the sign of the Cross. 
“i baptize thee in the name of 
the Father, the Son and the Holy 
Ghost.” 
She told him 
‘‘I ve baptized 
you, is that all right?” *He mur­ 
mured, “OK.” 
Then, continuing the R o m a n 
Catholic rite, he repeated after 
her the act of contrition: 
‘‘Oh my God, I am heartily sor­ 
ry for having offended Thee. 
His last words before becoming 
unconscious were: 
“ I love God, and I love my 
mother, and I love my. father. 
Oh, God, help me. help me ”
